their koꝛfeitures, from which Dur Comm! ſtoners, Wee haue recetued ſuch aduice, as that 
thereout wee haue — Ynite uctions and Direcuong unte Our Commilſioners imploped 
by Us, whichwe haue recommended vato them onder Our KopalHaud. and which We purpoſe 
all in the ſubſtance thereof bee obſerned by them in the oꝛdering of thot Sermece, 
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Now, leſt this Our Clemency aud Moderation might bee miſconſtrued, and the one part of 

Dur Subtects obnortous to Dur Lawes in this caſe might flatter themſelues, as if Me could 
by any in poꝛtunity be dꝛawne to ſilente Our Lawes againſt them, and the other part of Dur 
Subietts Confoꝛmeable to Pur Lawes, and the true and ozthodore Religion pꝛofeſſed by the 
Church of England, might be poſſeſſed with ſome diffidence, leſt Pur Zeale and Conſtancp in 
Dur Rcltgion were cooled o2 abated, Wee haue thought fit hereby to make this publike De- 
claratton, whereby all ſozts of Our Subiects map diſcerne, and be aſſuredof Our cleere inten⸗ 
tion herein, and that Our full reſolution is not to decline from Our firſt purpole and pꝛomile foꝛ 
the due execution of Dur Lawes in this caſe, noꝛ will not at any time hereafter bee mooned, by 
any whoſoeuer to that purpoſe; and pet that We ſhall pꝛoceede therein with ſuch moderation as 
the whole world ſhall beare Witneſſe with Us, that Wee ſecke their tonuerſion, and not their 
ruine. 

And whereas amongſt other things, which Wee haue directed in the fauour of the Recuſants, 
that we are contented, that they themlelues, oꝛ their friends fo2 them, may take leaſes of Our 
Wo partSof their Lands, which by the ſtrictnes of the Lawes is denied vnto them, {o as al⸗ 
wapyes they render vnto Us koꝛ the lame as great a Kent, at the leaſt, as any other would giue; 
3.cit this allo ſhould receiue a miſinterpꝛetation, and turne to the pꝛeindite of Our ſeruice, Wee 
doe hereby publiſh and declare Our will and pleaſure to be, that all ſuch Leaſes of Recuſants 
lands, as haue beene already contracted foꝛ, and foꝛ anp defect in the proceedings, 02 other wiſle 
are not pet paſſed, oꝛ not effectually paſſed vnder Our Scales, ſhall be pzocceded in actoꝛding to 
thoſe contracts; and foꝛ all other lands yet to be contracted foꝛ, that ihe Keculants themlelues oz 
ſome fozthem, within thee moneths after the date Hereof , (hall make their Compoſitions with 
Dur CTommiſſioners foꝛ their owne Lands,o2 clfe it ſhall be free foꝛ any other to take the lame; 
and that then, and in the meane time allo, ik anp others ſhall make a better offer vnto vs foz Our 
pꝛolit actoꝛding to Our ſaid Jaſtructions, then the Recuſant,o2 ſome other in his behalfe ſhall 
ge, that he ſhall be receined. Of all Which Wee Will, that all O ur louing Subiects, whomit may 
ang wile tonterne, doe take notice, 


Giuen at Our Court at White Hall the ſixteenth day of February, in the ſecond yeere of Our Reigne of 
Great Britaine, France and Ireland.
